Washington, January 30.--(Special.)— 
The bill which the republican members 
of the house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce determinéd today to 
send to the house with a favorable re- 
port is not the Hepburn bill, but is the 
bill introduced sometime ago by Messrs. 
Esch and Townsend, two of the younger 
republican members of Colone! Hepburn’s 
committee. The bill was changed some- 
what by the committee, but while it in 
some respects tracks his bill very close- 
ly, Colonel Hepburn is said to have in- 
sisted that the Esch-Townsend measure 
be selected. The reason for this does 
not @ppear on the surface, but the gen- 
erel belief is that Colonel Hepburn real- 
izes the practical Impoagibility of secur- 
ing ation at ‘this mn, and he 
Was not unwilling in consequence to let

How the Bills Differ. 

The most notable difference between 
the Esch-Townsend bill and that of Chair. 
man Hepburn which it was until today 
expected the committee would report is 
that the Hepburn bill provides for a gsus- 
pension of the orders of the Interstate 
commerce commission with 


merce, while in the bill reported, 
is no provision for such suspension, This 
ja more in accord with the democratic 
contention that the rates established by 
the commission should become effective 
immediately, and should remain in force 
while the question is before the court. 
Two other differences: are these: the 
Hepburn bill provides for the abolition

of the present commission and the crea- | 


tion of a new one of nine members: 
the Esch-Townsend bill retains the pres- 
ent commission and adds two new mem- 
bers \making the membership seven, The 
Hepburn bill provides for nine new cir- 
euft judges; the Fsch-Townsend bill cre- 
ates a court of commerce to be com- 
mosead of five circuit judges, and adds 
only five circuit judges to the present 
list. It {s understood the president pre- 
ferred the Esch-Townsend bill to the 
Hepburn Dill. 
Combination Bill. 

The Dill {is a combination of the Esch- 
Townsend measures. with amendments 
taken from the Hepburn bill. The ae- 
tion of the committee was reached after 
sessions lasting practically all day. At 
10 o'clock the eleven republican members 
of the committem met for the purpose of 
agreeing on a bill.

Section 3 makes all proceedings before 
the commission, including the record of 
evidence, findings and records of the 
commission, a part of the record in the 
case, to be sent to the court of transpor- 
tation within ten days after notice for 
review has been given.

John Lambert While in An Intoxi- 
cated Condition, Attempts to

In order to protect his mother from the

She expected to return home Satur- 
day, but wired her husband in Macon 
to come down in order to permit her 
to prolong her stay a few days. With 
her son and Mrs. Dickert she went up 
the roag to Colquftt, a station of the 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama road 25 
miles above Bainbridge, to meet him. 
Lambert was drinkimg and was very 
suriy on the trip down. 

During the evening Lambert became 
violently enraged and ordered his son 
from the room. Julian Lambert waited 
until he overheard his father threaten- 
ing his mother, when he entered the room 
and saw him attempting her life with 
an open knife. Drawing a gun the young 
man fired and killed his father in- 
stantly.

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President Roosevelt Wants Roads 
Ruled From Washington, 


He Says That States Can’t Deal With 
Question Effectively—President 
Declares That the Time Has 
Come to. End 211 

Abuses. | 


Philadelphia, January 30.—President 
Roosevelt® was the guest of honor end 
principal speaker tonight at the forty- 
second banquet of the Union League. 
The president came to this city over 
the Pennsylvania railroad from Annap- 
olis, where he attended the exercises this 
afternoon’ incident to the graduation of 
the senior class of cadets. An immense 
throng greeted Mr. Roosevelt at the rail- 
road station and he received an ovation 
on his way to the Union League. 

When Fresmient Noosevelt arose to 
make hig address he was greeted with 
long continued applause. Then the en- 
tire assembly stood and sang the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner.’”’ President Roosevelt 
in his address said: 

“The great development of industrial- 
ism means that there must be an in- 
crease in the supervision exercised by 


the government over business enterprises | : 


This supervision should not take ‘the 
form of violent and ill-advised. interfer- 
ence; and assuredly there is danger lest 
it take such form if the business leaders 
of the business community confine them- 
selves to trying to thwart the effort at 
regulation instead of guiding it aright. 


People Won’t Stand for It. 


“Neither this people nor any other free 
people will permanently tolerate the use 
of the vast power conferred by vast 
wealth, and especially by wealth in its 
corporate form without lodging some- 
where in the government the still higher 
power, of seeing that this power 
in addition to being used in the 
interest of the :ndividua)] or indivduals 
possessing it, is also used for and not 
against the interests of the people as 
a whole. 

‘No finally satisfactory results can 
be expected from merely state action. 
the action must come through the fed- 
eral government 

“All great business concerns are en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, and {t was 
beyond question the intention of the 
founders of our government that fnter- 
state commerce in all its branches and 
aspects should be under national and not 
state control. If the courts decide that 
this intention was not carrie! out and 
made effective In the consfitution as it 
now stands, then in the end the con- 
stitution, if not construed differently, 
wil) have to be amended so that the 
original undoubted intention may be 
made effective, But, of course, a consti. 
tutional amendment is only to be used as 
a last resort, if every effort of legista- 
tion and administrafion shall have been 
proved inadequate. 

The Railroad Question. 

“At the present moment the greatest 
need is for an increase in the power of 
the national government to keep the 
great highways of commerce open alike 
to all on reasonable and equitable terms. 
Less than a century ago these highways 
were still, as they had been since the 
dawn of history, either waterways, 
natural or artificial, or else ordinary 
roads for wheel vehicles drawn by anl- 
mal power. The railroad, which was ut- 
terly unknown when our government 
was formed and when the great princt- 
jles of our jurisprudence were laid down, 
has now become almost everywhere the 
most important, and, in many large re- 
gions, the only form of highway for 
commerce. The man who controls its 
use cannot be permitted to contro] it in 
his own interest alone. 


“Tt is in the interest of the conscien- 
tion and public-spirited railway man) 
that there should be such governmental 
supervision of the railway traffic of the 


country as to require from his less scrup- | 


ulous competitors, and from unscrupulous 
big shippers, as well, that heed to the 
public welfare which he himself would 
willingly give, and which is of vital con- 
sequence to the small shipper. Every 
important railroad is engaged in inter- 
state commerce. Therefore, this control 
over the railroads must come through 
the national government. 

“The control] must be exercised by some 
governmental! tribunal, and it must be 
real and effective. Doubtless there will 
be risk that occasionally, if an unfit 
president is elected, this control will be 
abused; but this is only another way of 
saying that_any adequate governmental 
power, from the power of taxation down, 
can and will be abused if the wrong men 
get contro! of It. 


The Commerce Commission. 


“In some such body as the interstate 
commerce commission there must be 
lodged in effective shape the power to 
see thg® every shipper who uses the rail- 
roads and every man who owns or man- 
ages a railroad shall on the one hand be 
given justice and on the other hand be 
required to do justice. Justice—so far as 
it is humanly possible to give and to get 
justice—is the foundation of our govern- 
ment. We are not trying to strike down 
the rich man; on the contrary, we will 
not tolerate any attack upon his rights. 
We are not trying to give an improper 
advantage to the poor man because he is 
poor, to the man of small means because 
he has not larger means; but we are striv- 
ing to see that the man of small means 
has exactly as good a chance, so far as 
we can obtain it for him, as the man of 
larger means; that there shall be equality 
of opportunity for the one as for the oth- 
er.”’

‘I'he principle involved in 
taxing the cotton grower directly and 
specially to defray the expenses of tak- 
ing a census of his product is unpre- 
cedented and would establish a prece- 
dent that is not at all in harmony 
with American ideas of federal ad- 
ministration. 

ihe United States government is 
abundantly able to pay for a reliable, 
authoritative census of cotton 
gin reecipts, and there is no 
more reason why it should tax 
cotton producers to collect such 
Statistics than it should tax 
wheat growers, or corn growers, in 
like manner for the same purpose, or, 
for that matter, levy a per capita tax 
On the people of the United States 
to defray the expense of the popula- 
tion census. It is a proper part of 
the functions of government to take 
any Kind of a census in which the 
public welfare or the interests o% 
sclece are concerned, and, in our 
opinion, Congressman Burleson weak- 
ened his very excellent measure im- 
measurable when he left an opening 
for the very just and natural criti- 
cism that such an extraordinary pro- 
vision must provoke. 


Where Would We Be “At’’? 

Suppose a newly elected president 
and vice president of the United 
States were to drop dead or be killed 
immediately after they had taken the 
oath of office and before there was. 
officially, any cabinet, who would suc- 
ceed to the office of chief executive? 

Suppose the newly elected president 
were republican in politics, and the 
outgoing administration were demo- 
cratic, would the democrats retain 
control under the aforesaid circum- 
stances, or what would happen? 

These and other interesting prob- 
lems are suggested in a recent report 
made by the house committee on elec- 
tion of the president. The bill upon 
which the report is based does not 
deal with these questions, but simply 
adds the secretary of agriculture and 
the secretary of commerce and labo 
to the presidential succession, which, 
under the present law, runs down 
through the cabinet in the order of the 
establishment of the executive depart- 
ments. These two departments hav: 
ing been added since the enactment of 
the original law, the change made by 
the bill under consideration is, of 
course, necessary and right. 

The committee takes advantage of 
the opportunity to call the attention 
of congress to certain inadequacies in| 
the presidential succession law. 

The law provides for succession in 
case of “removal, death, resignation 
or inability of both the president and 
vice president.” “Who,” the commit- 
tee asks “would determine the ques- 
tion of ‘inability’ on the part of a 
president, and when such ‘inability’, 
ceased?” The committee thinks it is 
not clear, moreover, if an election 
were ordered in case of a vacancy in 
the presidential office, whether it 
would be for the ‘unexpired term or 


would have to be for a term of four) 
years, thus disarranging the four-year | 


period of the government. 

“lf a president-elect were to die be- 
fore becoming president, would th? 
vice president-elect be president for 
the term?” the committee asks. Again, 
“if a president-elect and vice president: 
elect should both die prior to taking 
their offices would the cabinet off. 
cers appointed by the out-going presi- 
dent succeed, in the order named in 
the present law when the new term 
‘began? Suppose the democratic can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent had been elected at the last elec- 
tion and had died before new cabinet 
officers had been confirmed, would the 
present republican cabinet officers be 
in line of succession?” 

The committee says there is no easy 
answer to any of these questions. 

Another interesting hypothetical case 
put in this connecuon is this: The 
existing law provides that in case the 
succession shall devolve upon any of 
the persons named in the law, if-con- 
gress be not in session and would not 
meet within twenty days thereafter, 
then the person upon whom the duties 
of the office devolve shail by procla- 
mation convene congress in extraordi- 
nary session, “giving twenty days’ no- 
tice of the time of meeting.” Could 
he give more than twenty days’ no- 
tice? Ought he not be required to call 
congress together in twenty days in 
ro uncertain Janguage? Or rather, 
should not the coming together of con. 
gress 1n suca a case be made to hap- 
pen certainly, and not be dependent 
upon the proclamation of the person 


sueceeding to the duties of the presi- 
dency? 

All of which seems to indicate a 
gooa deal of uncertainty about a mat- 
ter which, of all matters in our $#rm 
of government, should be beyond | 
doubt. While the peculiar emer- 
gencies contemplated by the me«an- 
bers of this committee might never 
arise, still the law should certainly 
mrovide for the proper meeting of

You omit in your editoria] the idea 
of making cotton bags for sacking fer- 
tilizers thiat are used in the cotton belt. 
This item alone would increase the con- 
sumption of cotton not less than 50,000 
bales, and while it is true that the cust 
of using a cotton bag is perhaps $1 to 
$1.50 per ton more than Durlaps or jute, 
that cuts a very small figure compared 
to the advance that the planter would get 
on his cotton. You take the average 
one or two-horse planters. They will 
probably use three or four tons of fer- 
tilizers, producing from ten to fifteen 
bales of cotton. One dollar and fifty 
cents per ton increase on four tons of 
fertilizers would be $6. An advance of 
one-half cent per pound on ten bales of 
cotton would give them $25, leaving them 
a profit of S$I9 by using cotton bags. 
This would not only be a benefit to the 
planter in enhancing the vaiue of his 
product. but it would also Keep millions 
of doll4rs here in the southern country 
where it justly belongs, instead of ex- 
porting it to some foreign Country.

“No determination has been reached 
az to just how much reduction in the 
acreage will be made, but it will be @ 
material reduction and along the line 
of the general plan decided upon for 
the whole south, despiteethe fact that 
we have never made anything like a full 
crop at the farm. 

“We Lave usually pianted from 750 to 
90C acres and made from 325 to 350 
bales, somAimes more. We have some- 
thing more than 300 bales on hand now 
which we propose to hold for a higher 
price. We are prepared to hold #t for 
months yet, and we expect to get 10 
cents ‘for it. 

“Our plan this year will be to make a 
full crop of everything else needed on 
the farm, and to plant only the surplus 
in cotton. If the whole state had cul- 
tivated cotton on the same plan as we 
have at the farm, the yield would lave 
been 25 per cent or more, less than it 
has, But the commission proposes to re- 
duce the acreage at the farm regardiess 
of these facts, and to just what extent 
will be determined by the time the plant- 
ing s@€ason arrives.’
